AN AMERICAN FIVE-YEAR FLAN 
The resemblance between this government's con­ 
tinuously 
revised 
armament 
program, 
undertaken 
when war began in 1939 and now projected into the 
year 1.41, and the heavily publicized five-year pro­ 
grams of Russia and Germany is too striking to be 
ignored. 
It confirms ft feeling of similarity having 
an effect on the attitude of many Americans—a feel­ 
ing that they are being led over familiar ground. 
It Is f?miliar ground. 
For years Americana read 
about it in dispatches from abroad as the Russian 
gcve.rm cnt Introduced its various plans for intensive 
deve cpment 
The same thing happened in Germany 
after Hitler came to power. 
These countries were 
pnpa'lng realistically for what they knew would be 
Armigeddon. 
They understood the necessity of all- 
out preparations for the al>out wars they planned to 
fight. 
Thcii economies were based squarely on their 
military needs. 
As President Roosevelt announces revisions In the 
overall spending total from time to time—450 billion 
now out of a national income of $100 million in the 
budget for the new fiscal year—he Is following the 
precedent of ail administrators of such pituis. 
There 
is never a top limit. Revision is always upward. Abil­ 
ity lb produce, not to pay, is the only restriction. 
In 
the p ew nt mood of facing the grim facts of war 
there should be no inclination to dodge this one: Only 
for wai is the sky the limit. 
Perhaps it would be well as a means of dramatiz­ 
ing what the United States must do to survive to 
p u tld rc the five-year aspect of the Job 
This coun­ 
try first realized in 1939 that danger threatened it. In 
1941 it began to do something tangible. 
In 19« it 
wll. pot be needing to make apologies any more tor 
Its War effort. 
In 1944 it hopes to be through. 
Its 
five-year plan in reality is a two and a half year 
plan,, though five years would be none too long for 
colcssal task it is tackling. 


FORMULA FOR OUR FEACE OF MIND 
The United States cannot conceal disappointment 
over the outcome of fighting so far in the Pacific 
But Its people can and should conceal loss of confi­ 
dence; most of them haven't lost confidence and those 
who have should at .east have the grace to hide their 
unbecoming state of mind. 
In the majority of cases, 
they continue to have more confidence than they are 
admitting. 
There is a formula for our peace of mind in the 
face of reverses that undoubtedly will make the war 
longer and harder. 
It calls first for realization that 
the wnly branch of its armed establishment main­ 
tained by the United States st a war level was the 
navy, 
The navy’s strength was discounted heavily at 
the outset of the war by collapse of France, necessi­ 
tating division of the fleet between the At untie and j 
Pacific and further impaired by Japan’s sudden at­ 
tack on Pearl Harbor. The United States is not called 
on to apologize for being poorly prepared for war; it 
has been made one of the victims of what will be i 
recorded In history as a monstrous International plot \ 
against all governments of goodwill by a coalition of 
renegade regimes that had gone on a systematic prowl 
for spoils. 
Second step in the formu a is belief in the military 
potentialities of the United States. 
They are almost 
beyond comprehension. 
This country has set out to I 
become a major military power in the air and on land 
as well as on the sea 
It will not fall. This is not a 
matter of resolution, but of performance in thousands 
of m ils and factories 
The aggressor bloc has chal­ 
lenged its victims to produce enough war material to 
save themselves. 
It has seized the initiative, but it 
cannot ho 4 the initiative. 
Its only hope was to 
conquer the world before nations with a will to resist 
could prepare the implements of resistance«—and it 
has tailed 
The Axis bloc will continue to win vic­ 
tories where it can strike most effectually, as in the 
rU eok on the Philippines, but it will continue to lose 
he v/nr because it set in motion the means of Its own 
'•vs "T* o n -th e military production potentialities of. 
the Vv. ted State*.

Little Vitamin Deficiency Seen By Clendening

Early last fall I published a letter 
— not In this column and not ad­ 
dressed to the lay public but to my 
professional brethren—in which I 
reported the results of my endeavor

Fifteen years ago I was talking 
about 
vitamins to the 
American 
public and I had to explain what 
the word meant. I realize that the 
great field of usefulness about the 
vitamins is in prevention—to keep 
people eating properly so that they 
do not develop vitamin deficiencies. 
I did not say then that many 
people had vitamin deficiencies; in 
ah these years it was my judgment 
that very few Americans actually 
had avitaminosis. 
Collects Statistics 
As I say, last fall I put this to 
the test by collecting statistics from 
hospitals and, with the help of Dr. 
J G. Schnedorf, by examining 1,500 
employes in an industrial plant. Dr, 
Fchnedorf found no vitamin de­ 
ficiency evident after a careful ex­ 
amination. which included a bood 
examination, in the 1,500 men in 
this industrial plant. And the figures 
that were given me from a hospital 
showed that less than 0 2 rl of the 
patients of the poorer class in a 
large charity hospital in a large city 
were diagnosed as having vitamin 
deficiency. 
Then 
I was accuse® of being 
"against” the vitamins. I, who have 
been one of the oldest adherents of 
the vitamin theory. I.was told that 
Mr. A was very depressed, took vita­ 
mins and now is all right. I was 
told that the government said forty 
million 
Americans were suffering 
from vitamin deficiency. To aJj my 
critics, 1 point to the address by Dr 
A 
J CarLon. professor of physi­ 
ology at the University of Chicago, 
recently published. 


Dr. Parran’s Statement 
Dr. Carlson quoted a statement 
of Dr. Thomas Parran, chief of the 
United States Public Health service: 
“ ‘Studies of family diets by the 
{ Department of Agriculture in all in­ 
come groups of the nation show 
j that one-third of our people are 
getting food Inadequate to maintain 
good health’ and ‘less than one- 
fourth of us are getting a good 
diet.’ 
"What are the facts?" asked Dr. 
Carlson. “I have been accused of 
always asking for evidence, and I 
asking for the evidence from my 
distinguished 
friend. Dr. Thomas 
Parran. 
The Honorabje Paul V. McNutt 
administrator or the PubLc Health 
service, said Stamina, intelligence, 
judgment, will, stability may have 
their roots in vitamin unbalanced 
diets, and can be treated through 
clinically determinable doses of syn­ 
thetic vitamins’." 
Comments Dr. Carlson: “It pains 
nie to say that this is a mouthful 
of administrative medicine and po­ 
litical science from a public official 
trained in the law. These are tragic 
things, because it is said by gov­ 
ernment leaders In our field 
They 
will frighten our fellow citizens. 
"It is regrettable that a physician, 
with the standing and responsi­ 
bilities 
of 
Dr. 
Thomas 
Parran, 
should take the absence of knowl­ 
edge as the basis for the statement 
that less than 25*^ of the popu­ 
lation of these United States eats 
adequately or eats right, when we 
do not even know what is the opti­ 
mum diet for man through the 
changing periods of his life."
